Representative Rankin Declares 
Flares Produced Huge Quanti- 
ties of Smoke.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Opera- 
tors of motion picture machines, 
particularly sound machines, were 
denounced in the Eouse yesterday 
by Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi, for the pictures taken 
of the fire in the Capitol building 
last Friday night. The blaze oc- 
cured in the studio of the Capitol 
artist, Charles Moberly, and the 
damage was estimated to be about 
$3000. 

Charging that they had “dese- 
crated the National Capitol,” the 
Mississippian said ‘they had gross- 
ly exaggerated the fire,” by lighting 
flares that produced large volumes 
of smoke on the east side of the 
building where the “actual fire 
could hot be seen. 

“The photographers, those 
motion picture takers,” Rankin.

the east side of the Capitol and 
great volumes of smoke rolled up 
to make it look like a big fire. The 
pictures that went over the country 
in newspapers and news reels 
grossly exaggerated the fire 

“It was only a small fire, pre- 
sumably accidentally starte@d and 
rapidly extinguished by the effi- 
cient Fire Department of the Dis- 
tMict of Columbia.”

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White House Will Adapt 
Itself to Wishes of House 
Leaders Who Oppose 
Joint Dry Group. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover will send reports of 


the Law Enforcement Commission 
to on Monday. 

It was said at the White House 
that the President would place the 
various administrative officials of 
the Government at the disposal cf 
the House committees dealing with 
prohibition questions. 

The further statement was made 
that the White House felt the ques- 
tion was one of 
procedure and desired only ex- 
pedition of legislation and would 
adapt itself entirely to the wishes 
of the House leaders in any meth- 
ods they might adopt for early cons 
sideration of proposals. 

The attitude of the White House 
became known coincident with the 
development of opposition from 
House administration leaders to 
creation of a joint committee to 
study prohibition enforcement. 

It was said at the White House 
that the plan of a joint select com- 
mittee to consider reorganization 
of Federal agencies for enforce- 
ment was agreed upon by the 
House and Senate leaders. many 
months ago as a method of assur- 
ing co-ordinated action by the sev- 
eral committees involved. 

Technical difiiculties have arisen, 
it was oxplained, from the fact 
that the resolution as adopted by 
the Senate did not permit the di- 

rect report o¢ bills from the House 
members of the Sclect Committee 
to the House itscif, but would have 
required that even after action by 
the select committee they would 
have to be referred to the regular 
committees of the House. 
Move to Avoid Delay. 

It was considered that to get the 
amendment of the Senate proposal 
would entail delay and that the 
wle. question in its present tan- 
gle could be expedited by the va- 
rious committees of the House tak- 
ing up the proposals directly and 
immediately. 

Chairman Snell of the Rules 
Committee, through which all 
House legislation must pass, was 
sponsor for the statement that Re- 
publican leaders consider the es- 
tablishment of the joint agency re- 
quested by the Chief Executive as 
unnecessary.

was not so certain about it. 

He said that modern standards 
of decency seemed to be changing 
and intimated that he was not 
anxious to play the role of a moss- 
back. The words are alleged to 
be employed in broadcasts by sta- 
tion KWKH, Shreveport. La, 
owned and operated by W. KE. 
Headerson, “radio’s bad boy.” 

Senator Dill Complains. 

Senator Dill, co-author of the 
radio act, declared that the lan- 
guage of Henderson and his an- 
nouncer had become “so foul that 
women and children should not be 
compelled to listen to it.” He de- 
manded to know why the Radio 
Commission has not done some- 
thing about it, since the radio act 
prohibits the broadcasting of “in- 
decent or obscene” language. 

The chairman replied that al- 
though the commission had _ re- 
ceived many complaints against 
Henderson’s station, until recently 
the evidence did not show the use 
of any language stronger than. the 
words “hell” and “damn.” Whil 
these terms are obviously profane 
they obviously are not obscene, he 
said, and there was a question as 
to whether they are indecent. 

“Up to a few years ago, I should 
have said so, but in the ight of mod- 
ern exptrience I am not so posi- 
tive,” he added. “Our standards ap- 
pear to bé somewhat changed.” 

“I am inclined to agree with you 
on that,” Senator Dill rejoined, 
“but according to my information 
the language broadcast from that 
station has gone considérably be- 
yond the use of ‘héll,’ and ‘damn.’ 
I have letters quéting Henderson 
and his announcer as using wotds 
that are positively indecent, if not 
obscene.” ; 

Commission Inquiry Pending. 

“The commission has recently 
received evidence of that charac- 
ter in affidavit form, and is pfe- 
paring to conduct an inquiry to de- 
termine whether the station license 
shall be evoked or not renewed,” 
Robinson agreed. 

Dill added that he had today 
been informed by Attorney-Gen- 


eral. Mitchell that the Department 


of Justice was launching an inves- 
tigation to determine whether 
Henderson should be prosecuted 
under the criminal statutes. 

The station operates on a cléar- 
ed channel and Dill asserted that 
on a recent visit to the State of 
Washington, he was able to hear 
its broadcasts on the train 
throughout the trip to the Pacific 
Coast. Woman passengers, he said, 
asked that it be tuned out to save 
their children's ears from the 
language. ! 

Senator Brookhart announced 
during the session that he would 
introduce an amendment to the 
pending bill prohibiting public util- 
ity corporations from owning or 
operating broadcasting stations. 
This resolution was provoked by 
the recent action of the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals, com- 
manding the Radio Commission to 
grant half time on a cleared chan- 
nel.to station WENR, Chicago, 
operated by the Insull power in- 
terests.

“tT am afraid,” said Dill, “that 
experience has shown that Con- 
gress cannot trust the Radio Com- 
mission with any discretion.

In a second petition, naming Ep- 
stein, Gray says he, bought Cities 
Service and Arkansas Natural Gas 
stocks for $11,850 and $10,000, re- 
spectively, but that Epstein refused 
to accept the stock certificates aft- 
er the decline had started, forcing 
the broker to take losses of $4088 
and $5307.50, for which he sues.

The Antikamnia Co. was formed 
with $5000 capital stock by Ruf 
and Frost, clerks in a drug store 
at Seventh and Olive streets, and 
Cox, a traveling drug salesman, 
The product was Antikamnia, a 
headache tablet. With the aid of 
widespread advertising the busi- 
ness prospered from the start, 
making multimillionaires of Ruf 
and Cox. 

The third partner, Frost, sold 
out to his associates in 1893, later 
failing in other fields. He lives at 
suit to regain his stock, alleging 
his partners had tricked him into 
selling by misrepresenting condi- 
tions. Frost valued his third in- 
terest at $700,000 and got .$10,-

He freely criticised 
the company and its management. 
Calling himself a “bosom friend” 
of Ruf, he testified that Ruf had 
been of unsound mind, due to ex- 
cessive use of liquors, for six years 
prior to his death,

Problems in 20-Foot Layer 
of Quicksand. : 


“With quicksand and other vary- 
ing undersurface conditions in the 


~ downtown district of St. Louis, the 


builder of large buildings has*an 
engineering problem which offers 
“plenty of romance and adven- 
‘ture,” Joseph E. Volimar, vice pres- 
ident of the Fruin-Colnon Contract- 
ing Co., told the. Engineers’ Club 
of St. Louis last night in an ad- 
dress on building foundations. 

He discussed the foundation 
types under the larger downtown 
buildings, pointing out that while 
most of the city has a stiff clay 
overlying rock, the downtown area 
is exceptional in that rock is from 
50 to 7&8 feet below the street level 
and covered by from one to 20 
feet of fine water-bearing sand, or 
quicksand. 

“In the downtown section we 
have the poorest soil conditions 
and the heaviest loadings,” he de- 
clared. “When one bores a hole 
through the clay into the sandy 
soil below and through the sand 
into the rock, one finds that water 
will rise approximately 25 feet 
ever the rock. Foundation con- 
struction. is a most hazardous 
work in this section and several 
construction companies have lost 
large amounts of money attempt- 
ing foundation work.”

Vollmar. explained that until re- 
cently foundations for. large build- 
ings were either of the “floating 
type” or the “pile type.”

! Widespread Suffering ; in Northwestern China: 
—Weather at Tri-Cities Most Severe 


Years. 


By the Associated Press. __ 

»-SHANGHAL Jan. 10.—Loss' of 
15,000 lives as the result of intense 
cold in the Suiyuan district of in- 
ner Mongolia, near the border of 
Shansi Province, is reported to 
Kuo Min, Nationalist Government 
News Agency, in a dispatch from 


Peiping. 

The report says unusually cold 
weather prevails in the entire 
Northwestern part of China, - 
suiting in widespread suffering. 

More than 100 ‘persons are re- 
ported to have frozen to death in 
two days in the tri-cities of Han- 
kow, Wuchang and Hanyang. 
Twenty Chinese coolies were found 
dead in the streets of Hankow. 
Temperatures were below zero in 
the three cities, constituting the 
severest weather in that area in 
60 years. Thousands of the poor 
were said to be suffering, hundreds 
being homeless. 


Hundreds\ Drown in Han River 


PEIPING, China, Jan. 


Parts of China are being swept by 
the severest cold in 60 years, with 
‘untold suffering and considerable 
loss of life resulting. 

The vernacular press publishes 
dispatches from Northern Shansi 
estimating 15,000 aged undernour- 
ished adults and children are dead 
due to exposure. In the town of 
Fengchen 2500 were frozen to 
death, in Sahsien 2000 died. and 
in Paotowchen 800 were killed by 
the cold. 

Honan Province reported the 
coldest weather since 1870. The 
}Han River is filled with blocks of 
ice destroying thousands of junks. 
Hundreds of persons drowned. 

The Rengo News Agency says 
700 soldiers were frozen during the 
movement of the second army. 
Bodies were sent back to Hankow 
by freight trains and soldiers and 
relatives were summoned by beat- 
ing of gongs to go to the railroad 
yards and take charge of the 
bodies. 

Peiping police reports say 167 
men and 41 women have been 
found dead here since Monday, 
most of them frozen. 


JS. NAVAL DELEGATES 
ON WAY TO LONDON 


Group of 80 Expected to Land 
Jan. 17, Four Days Before 
Conference Starts. 


By the Associated Press. 

S. 8S. GEORGE WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 10.—American delegates to 
the forthcoming five-Power naval 
conference at London are at sea 
bound for England. Henry lL. 
Stimson, Secretary of State, sent 
the delegation’s farewell word to 
President Hoover, who on Wednes- 
day bade them Godspeed at a 
White House breakfast. Col. 
Stimson’s radio message said: 
 “Qur delegation is sailing with 
a deep appreciation of the re- 
sponsibility of the mission with 
which you have entrusted us and 
an earnest desire to reach a re- 
sult worthy of that trust.’’ 

To some of the delegation of 80 


the trans-Atlantic trip is no 
novelty, but to others a period of a 
day or so probably will elapse be- 
fore they have gained their séa 
legs. No conferences aboard ship 
are expected until possibly the first 
of next week. 

The weather is clear and there 
was only a slight rol] to the ship, 
which is expected to arrive at 
Plymouth Jan. 17, four days before 
opening of the conference. 

Last messages to folks back 
home were put aboard the pilot 
boat in a special pouch after the 
George ~Washington had left New 
York harbor with its screeching 
sirens, and Fort Jay, with its salute 
of 19 guns. Stimson and Secretary 
of the Navy Adams stood on the 
bridge deck during the salute. 

The voyage of the George Wash- 
ington is its third which might be 
considered one of peace. Twice 
before when President Wilson went 
to Europe in connection with the 
making of the treaty of Versailles 
this ship. carried American repre- 
sentatives to European conferences. 

All members of the American 
party joined last night in the af- 
fairs of the large ship. not a single 
cabin of which is left unoccupied. 
Although provided with.a private 
dining room 4m the suite once oc- 
cupied by President Wilson, Stim- 
son and his wife took their meals 
in the dining salon with the others. 
Adams spent much time-.on the 
bridge, while Ambassador Morrow, 
and Senators Robinson and Reed.

“Don't make the mistake, * Gov. 
Caulfield told the real estate men,” 
of thinking that cities pay too 
much of the taxes and the country 
too little. The city is wealthier than 
the country. The average income 
of a farmer in. Misseuri is $1000 a 
year. The farmer pays 20 per cent 
on the basis of the value of his 
land, in State and local taxes. 

“What are we going to do, tax 
the wealthy or the poor? Are we 
going to increase the tax on prop- 
erty or incomes? Which do you 
think, taxes should come out of, in- 
come or capital? I think it just 
that they come out of income.” 

Gov. Caulfield expressed op- 
position “to the spirit thaat seems 
to prevail here that St..

Recommending that St. Louis 
prepare for rapid transit by adopt- 
ing a basic plan although not now 
justified in making the huge ex- 
penditures involved, R. Fy Kelker 
Jr., consulting engineer for the 
Transportation Survey Commission, 
yesterday elaborated his views in 
answer to questions asked by mem- 
bers of the Commission in session 
at City Hall. 

The question with some Commis- 
sioners was: How is downtown 
traffic congestion to be relieved 
without rapid transit? ‘Others 
wished to know how mass transpor- 
tation is to be made fast enough 
to keep people coming into the cen- ' 
tral district in. numbers large 
enough to satisfy the business in- 
terests located there. Some were 
plainly concerned about a so-called 
“sick” district east of Broadway 
which anight be maintained as val- 
uable business preperty if it were 
more accessible. 

Suggestion for Relief. 

To all, Kélker’s answer was in

LOS Angeles, -Cal., Jan. 10.— 
Mary Pickford appeared in Pro- 
bate Court yesterday and testified 
about her income in connection 


with litigation over the estate of 
her mother, Mrs. Charlotte Pick- 
ford Smith, who died in March, 
1928. Miss Pickford protested 
against the levying of inheritance 
taxes against her mother’s estate 
amounting to $38,284 in addition 
to the $62,000 the State already 
has coliected. 

The actress contended that the 
State was not entitled to the addi- 
tional tax, on the ground that 
$780,000 of Mrs. Smith’s $1,100,000 
estate was in three trust funds held 
jointly by her mother and herself, 
the survivor to inherit all. 

Among other things, she testi- 
fied that, in 1917, she saved $429.- 
600 out of a $560,000 salary, and 
that in 1919 she was earning $10,- 
000 a week. The following year 
she began producing her own pic- 
tures. About this time she cre- 
ated a trust fund. She said she 
paid her mother $26,000 a year 
salary in 1916 and $52,000 a year 
in 1917 and 1918. At conclusion 
of the hearing, the Judge ordered 
the attorneys to prepare briefs and 
submit them Tuesday.

The Gipsy Moth,, a training 
and sport plane developed by the 
DeHaviland Co. of Erzland will be 
manufactured by th2 Curtiss-Rob- 
ertson Airplane Mfg. ~o., Lambert- 
‘St. Louis Field, makers of the Rob- 


in and Thrush monoplianes. 
Rights to manufacture the Moth 
in the United States were obtained 
by the Moth Aircraft Corporation, 
a $2,000.000 concern, which opened 
a factory at Lowell, Mass., in No- 
vernber, 1928. An average of eight 
planes a week were made during 
the greater part of-last year by the 
company, which became a subsidi- 
ary of the Curtiss-Wright Corpora- 
tion. The transfer of the concern 
to St. Louis is a result of the merg- 
ers effetted last year by the Cur- 
tiss-Wright Corporation, which in- 
clude’ the Curtiss-Robertson firm. 
The Moth Aircraft Corporation 
will retain its identity, although 
only Minton N. Warren, president 
of the company, and two assistants 
will come here. Warren becomes

Desserts In which eggs and milk

In a tapioca pudding the tapioes

To make the tapioca cream for 
five servings take three cups milk, 
one-third cup sugar, One-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-third cup tapioca, 
two eggs and: one teaspoon vanilig 
or lemon extract. 

Put the milk in the upper part 
of the double boiler; fill the bot- 
tom part half full of boiling water. 
Cook the milk until a skin forms 


on the top. Then stir in the tap- 


icoa, sugdr and salt ad stir oc- 
casionally so ‘that the tapioca does 
not lump. Cook for 15 minute or 
until the mixture is thickened and 
the tapioca'clear. 

.While this is cooking, separate 
the whites from the yolks of the 
eges and beat the w&ites until 
stiff. Then beat the yolks until 
light colored and add ‘one tahie- 
spoon of milk. When the tapicoa 
mixture is thickened add. a little of 
it at a time to the egg yolks, stir- 
ring constantly.

A chocolate tapioca may be 
made by adding two squares of 
unsweetened chocolate to the tap- 
ioca and milk while the tapioca is 
cooking. The.chocolate will melt 
and blend with the other ingre- 
dients.as the mixture thickens.

.in discussing the question of us- 
ing the cheaper cuts of meat re- 
cently, the point was brought ~ up 
as to why certain cuts are more 
expensive than others. Of course, 
this is becauge of a demand made} 
for them. 

For instance, in a lamb there is 
a great demand-for chops and ieg 
roast; there is. very little call for 
other cuts, in fact, it seems that 
in many cases most people think 
of nothing but these two parts. The 
less used cuts are naturally cheap- 
er, and in order to avoid oataae F 
many butchers try to interest the 
consumer in them.

ULD you rather work for a 
Wass or for a woman? With 
the, unanimity of Fascisti ac- 
claiming Il Duce, the young wom- 
en workers answer that men are 
easier to work for than women. 


Men do not, as a rule, fall out 
with the boss over questions of 
clothes, religion or home life. But™ 
girls say that a difference in re- 
ligious faith, the way, they comb 
their hair or brush their teeth, the 
shortness of sleeves or the height 
of slipper heels, are enough to prej- 
udice feminine chiéfs. A man cares 
little about the background of a 
girl he hires if she is a good work- 
er. She may spend ali her minutes 
outside the office in prayer and 
fasting, or she may dance them 
away in night clubs. Provided she 
is on the job from 9 t6 6 o’clock 
he doesn’t try to interfere. But 
let @ woman boss get wind of any- 
thing in a girl’s outside life of 
which she disapproves, and it tm- 
mediately becomes her lifework to 
make that girl uncomfortable.

“A man may give you a terrible 
pile of work to do, but he lets you 
alone while you do it; a woman 
can’t resist ever your 
shoulder just to be sure you're on 
the job.”

HESE are some of the answers 
gathered in a geographical sur- 
vey which ranged from stores, 
shops, bureaus and companies to 
business offices. The similarity. of 
the replies indicates that even be- 
fore Ambassadors started crossing 
oceans and worrying about Anglo- 


| American understanding, the fem- 


inine thought in both countries was 
alike in at least one respect. For 
the girl workers in London offices. 
factories and stores recently de- 
clared, even more vociferously than 
their American sisters, in favor of 
men bosses. Two thousand mutin- 
ous girl assistants in a huge Eng- 
lish postoffice savings bank insti- 
tution openly charged their fem- 
inine supervisors with “petty ty- 
ranny and cattiness.”’ 


And the thousands of answers to 
a@ questionnaire conducted by En- 
glish newspapers show that giris re- 
gard their women bosses as a petti- 
coated cross between Nero and 
Simon Legrée. On both sides of 
the Atlantic, girls complain that 
if they even stretch their arms 
women supervisors charge them 
with wasting time, \.hile in many 
stores the sin of stopping to pow- 
Ger one’s nose during business 
hours is so heinous that it falis 
within the category of major 
crimes. 

According to girls who were 
questioned in offices, and shops, 


there are. social distinctions be- 
tween women workers that do not 
exist among men. The most -fre- 
quent reason advanced for their 
animosity toward their own sex 


was couched in the rather vague | 


phrase, “women are too personal.” 
One saleswoman in a decided voice 
explained that by “too persona!” 
she meant that a man considers you 
only in term of efficiency—~whether 
your wark is good or not—whéreas 
a woman is apt to base her judg- 
ment on your personal habits. 


Women bring their ilove affairs 


and domestic difficulties into the 
office. A couple of rolling pits 
may have followed a man out of 
the door when he left home in the 
morning. or his second best giri 
may have eloped with the icéman: 
he doesn’t discuss it with the office 
boy, nor worry his assistants with 
the tragic tale. Under the same 
circumstances some women would 
have tantrums all over the office 
and vent their private misery on 
their underlings. 

“T’d rather do a Robinson Crusoe 
for the rest of my life than ever 
work for a woman again,” declared 
a young woman who now holds an 
executive position in an advertising 
firm. ’ 

“I’ve worked for plenty of them. 
and, honestly, they’re the greatest 
littie tyrants in the world! 

“The worst case of slave driving 
I ever had practiced on me was 
my first job,” she continued. “I 
was hired as a stenographer by a 
woman who ran a publicity basi- 
ness and hed her living quarters 
in the same apartment.
